EDITOK TBANSORIPT:—Doctor Spahr, 


who spoke on bimetallism at the Congre- 
gational chapel Tuesday evening, was 
introduced to his audience as one of the 
editors of the Outlook, or, to speak more 
accurately, as "Doctor Spahr of the Out- 
look." This would naturally lead his 
auditors to suppose that the sentiments to 
which he gave expression were those of 
the Outlook, and they would thus not only 
express the doctor's personal opinions on 
the subject, but would carry with them 
whatever added weight the opinions of 
that paper have in this community. 


Had Doctor Spahr confined his talk to 


international bimetallism, no comment 
need have been made on it in this connec- 
tion, but this he did not do. He insisted 
that the awakened conscience of the 
American people demands of us that we 
adopt free coinage of silver, and that until 
we do so we shall not have honest money. 
As he comes all the way to New England 
for the purpose of bringing to us the glad 
tidings of this new birth of conscience in 
the west which makes necessary a crusade 
on gold, and times his coming just when 
we are in the midst of a political campaign 
the main issue of which is free silver, it is 
natural that we should con pie the two 
together, and it may be pertinent to in. 
quire not only with what credence his 
message is received in his own household, 
where there are men just as thoughtful 
aud just as conversant with the subject as 
he, but, above all, to know what they 
think of the standard bearers in this new 
crusade. 


Surely even Doctor Spahr himself, no 


matter what he may think of the injustice 
of monometallism, would not wish to see 
not only the finances, but all departments 
of our government, turned over to the 
men who are fighting under the banner of 
free silver. 


It Its edition of October 10 the Outlook 


says editorially, under the heading "Free 
Coinage of Silver." 
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It is our endeavor in this article first to 
explain the origin of this frteiiilver move- 
ment, and, second, to state why wo think 
that It is ill-judged and that its success 
would be disastrous.

The Perils ofFrce Coinage. 


The argument for free silver coinage is 
very brieT and simple. 
In its extreme 


form it nay be thus statooi The demone- 
tization of silver in 1873 has produced in- 
calculable injury and hardship; therefore 
the remonetizatlon of silver in 189C will 
produce incalculable benefits. 
But the 
argument is as fallacious as it is simple. 
A change in the standard of values in- 
stituted when the difference between the 
bullion value of gold and silver was 
insignificant, 
accomplished gradually 
through a period of twenty years, and 
mitigated by the extensive coinage of 
silver by the United States during the 
major part of that time, produced great 
injury not to say injustice, in the com- 
munity; this fact is a very poor reason 
for thinking that another change in the 
standard of values, introduced at a time 
\vhen gold bullion is worth twice tho 
pnce cfsilver bullion, carried into effect 
instantly and as the result of a heated 
campaign, and without any financial 
provision for it, will produce nothing bat 
beneficent results. The experience of 
the past twenty years, if it teaches any- 
thing, teaches that any modification of 
the standard of values should be under- 
taken 
with the 
greatest reluctance, 
carried 
into effect with the 
greatest 
caution, and intrusted in its execution to 
the'wisest and most experienced states- 
man. 


•flic I?ree-€oiuage Lender*. 


A reconstruction of the currency of a 
nation is perhaps the most delicate and 
difficult of all political tasks. It requires 
for its successful achievement experience, 
not enthusiasm, and caution, not opti- 
mistic courage. Sut the qualities of ex- 
perience and caution are exactly the ones 
in which the leaders of the free-silver 
movement appear to be lacking, while 
the qualities of enthusiasm and optimis- 
tic courage they possess in excess. 
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Mr. Bryan, the chosen leader, is a man 


of popular spmpathies, strong convictions 
and the courage of them, high personal 
ambitions, and those qualities of imagina- 
tion and emotion which make a magnetic 
speaker, but are rarely combined with 
that sobriety ot judgment and caution in 
action which are the foundation of a 
great statesman. "It is my firm convic- 
tion" serves temporarily a good purpose 
as the foundation of a popular speech, 
but nr> purpose at all as the foundation 
for executive action in the president of a 
great nation. The plan proposed by this 
party and the personnel of the party har- 
monize. The plan is to change by a stroke 
of the pen a financial structure which has 
been a quarter of a century ia process of 
construction, because the party believes 
it has worked injustice; and the men who 
propose to make the change neither ask 
nor desire the council or cooperation of 
the great masters of finance, in order to 
prevent the ruin which a too sudden 
change in our currency might produce, 
and which an overwhelming majority of 
the experts think it will produce. 
; 
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For these reasons we advise the doubtful 


•voter to cast his vote this fall against the 
tree coinage of silver. 


My reasons for bringing these extracts 


to the notice of readers of the TRANSCRIPT 
is to show them that the very paper with 
which Dr. Spahr is connected editorially 
considers the doctrines he is teaching too 
dangerous to be promulgated through its 
columns, and even too dangerous to go 
unchallenged.

his force of men repairing the bridge over 
the Boston & Albany railroad, about half 
a mile east of the station. The cara in 
which the men live and ciriy. their tools 
are sidetracked in the yard north of the 
main line and the men are comfortably 
settled for the time they remain here. 
In fact, they are always at home, for the 
cars are fitted up very comfortably and 
are moved from place to place as the 
work of the men calls them from one 
point to another along the line. Readers 
of this paper will recall the description of 
the outfit, which was published in some 
detail ]ast summer when the men were 
here before.

to renew the pleasant acquaintance made 
at that time and was much interested to 
learn that the bridge builder, in addition 
to being one of the most skillful men in 
his line of business, is also the most suc- 
cessful coon hunter that has struck this 
section in recent years, so far as heard 
from. During the fall season he sweet- 
ens the toiis of the day by tramping the 
hills at night with his faithful dog and 
gathering in the coon crop, which ac- 
cording to the record to date is very good 
this season. Mr. Frissell says he con- 
tracted this habit when he was young and 
has never been able to shake it off, but 
the twinkle in his eye as he says 
this would indicate that he has never 
made any very desperate attempts to 
overcome this particular weakness. It 
would be much better for the coon family 
if he Would. 


Mr. Frizzell attributesmuch of his suc- 


cess to his dog, which is doubtless one of 
the best coon dogs in the country. He is 
a cross between a hound and a bull-dog 
and so possesses a happy combination of 
hunting and fighting qualities, both of 
which are supremely necessary in coon 
hunting, for, as is well known, the finding 
of a coon is only half the battle, and very 
often not that. If there is an animal in- 
fecting these hilla which is possessed of 
genuine lighting qualities, and which is 
"hard to kill," il is the coon. 


Beside his dog Mr. Frissell has a com- 


panion who hunts with him a good deal 
and who likes the sport about as well as 
himself. This is Alvah Tuurber of John- 
sonville, N. Y., who is a member of the 
bridge gang. Mr. Thurber also has a dog, 
though not so old and well trained an ani- 
mal as Mr. Frissell's, and when this quar- 
tet starts out for a nigho of it the chances 
are altogether in favor of blood on the 
hillsides if not on the moon. Other men 
occasionally accompany them, but it is 
Messrs. Frissell and Thurber and their 
dogs that do the business. 


The men have lately been working in 


Williamstown, and a very good record 
was made there last week. Sixteen coons 
were taken in four nights, and ten of 
them were captured in two nights. This 
is good coon hunting. 
One night Mr. 


Frissell was out with two other men. 
They caught two coons by midnight, and 
at the time the other fellows had enough 
and were ready to go home. "All right," 
said Mr. Frissell, "but you'll ha%e to ex- 
cuse me. I want more of it." The other 
men went home, taking the two coons 
with them, and Mr. Frissell and his dog 
kept on and captured three more before 
daylight. Then he was ready to go home. 


Some four years ago when Mr. Frissell 


was working at North Pownal, Vt., he 
and his brother went out oue night and 
captured nine coons. They hum; them up 
on the side of a building the next day and 
had them photographed, the hunters and 
dogs also being included in the picture, 
which, has considerable of a Oauiel Boone 
flavor about it. On another occasion, in 
East Deerfleld, five were taken in one 
night, and the string was also photo- 
graphed with the hunters and dogs. 


Mr. Frissell has these pictures in the 


car, but does not depend on them to 
testify to his skill as a hunter. And it is 
not at all necessary that he should, for in 
one of the cars used by the men hang 
between thirty and forty hides of coons 
killed this fall, while two fresh dressed 
carcasses all

the occasion of tha reporters visit to the 
car, the general appearance of which was 
such as to lead the visitor to query 
whether he had not stumbled into the 
eastern refrigerator of a western whole- 
sale coon house. 
One live coon peeped 


timidly through the grating of his box at 
the long string of drying: hides and 
twisted his nose significantly as the odor 
of his fellows smote his nostrils. 


The total number of coons taken this 


fall by Mr. Frissell and those who have 
been out with him is forty-nine, and when 
ho told this he added significantly, "and 
the season is not closed yet." 


The last hunt was made Tuesday night, 


when Station Agent David Wait went 
along. The party took a hand car and 
"jumped" over to Greylock, where they 
left the car and took to the woods on the 
north side of the valley. 
The hunt re- 


sulted in the capture of two coons, with 
which the men came out of the woods 
and returned home by hand car. Mr. 
Wait thought it was a great night's work, 
but to the veteran it was only child's 
play. 


Mr. Frissell's hunting equipment con- 


sists of a lantern, a revolver, a pair of 
(Teeners such as ere used by- telegraph 


linemen and his dog. He goes out about 
two nigthts a week as a rule, sometimes 
oftener, and in the few weeks that he is 
to be here he will, if his luck does not 
suddenly fail him. deciminatc the coon 
population on the neighboring bills to a 
considerable extent. 


Thomas Rickarsis, 


The sudden death of Thomas Richards 


which occurred at his home on Main 
street, Blackiuton, Wednesdoy afternoon 
at 3 30 o'clock removes the oldest and one 
of the most respected citizens of Blackin- 
ton and creates a vacancy in the commu- 
nity that it will be hard to fill. 


ITp to a few hours before his death the 


deceased was apparently in good health 
and was peen during the morning gather- 
ing leaves to bank his house. About 
noon he was taken with a, weakness and 
Dr. H. J. Millard was called nnd pro- 
nounced the cause of the trouble a slight 
attack of heart failure. The doctor left 
about 1 o'clock, when it was thought the 
patient was feeling much better, but the 
end came at 3.30 o'clock while he was sit- 
ting in his chair being v. aited oil by his 
daughter. He started on that journey 
from "whence no traveller returns" with- 
out the slightest warning. 


Mr. Kickards was born in Wales in 


April, 1808 and came to this country in 
1848 and located in Uayville, N. Y. 
where he lived for three years. 
He 


moved from there to Bridgeport, Conn., 
where he resided for four yearn, when he 
moved to Blackinton in the spring of 
1S55 and has resided there everjsince, and 
made for himself many friends and ac- 
vuaintananccs. He was a man of excep- 
tionally good habits, a loving husband 
and kind father of the large and very re- 
spectable family he hag lived to raise. 


He was for many years employed in the 


mill at Blackiuton, but an industrious 
and saving early life enabled him tore- 
tire from work about twenty-eight years 
ago. Since then he hae done but little 
work. He always took a keen interest in 
the political affairs of the community, be- 
ing a staunch Republican in politics and 
after the last presidential election was 
heard to remark that be would never live 
to see the election of another president. 
He was a member of the Methodist church 
and was a regular attendant at class meet- 
ing and church. He was a man of abste- 
mious habits and his life was a model one. 
Fourteen years ago October S, he buried 
his wife and about a year ago buried a SOD, 
Reese Bickards, of Blackinton. He en- 
joyed excellent health until a short time 
ago when he began to fail, and his death 
was not entirely unexpected to the im- 
mediate

family. 


He leaves one brother, John Ricknrds, of 
Wendsberry, England, three sons, Thomas 
of Blackntone, Charles of Woonsocket, 
K. I., and George of Blackinton; also two 
daughters, Mrs. William Herman of Pow- 
nal. Vt., and Miss Elizabeth Rickards, 
whose kind and ever watchful care niarto 
happy his declining years and of whom It 
may he said "Well done thou good and 
faithful daughter." 


The funer.il will be held from the Black- 


iuton church Saturday afternoon, Rev. G. 
W. Brown officiating. Ho will be buried 
at North Adams.
